48 such wire is not currently produced in Austria and must be imported, how=
every this lotter type of screen is not now being made. Onlly bronze can be
drawn as thin as the wire required in fine screens, according to the technicians
at the Hutter u, Schrantz A.G., Lo other metal or alloy was lnown to them
which could be substituted. hen questioned about the possibility of nmanu-
facturing even finer wire than that having 4,000 meshes per square centimeter,
the exports stated that suech sereen conld undoubtedly bo made elsevhere,
posslbly having 6,000 to 7,000 meshes per square centinmeter, but to menufacture
such products in their plant todsy wes completely out of the question. f .
